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HART  ANSWERS  BARUCH, 

OPPOSES  PEACE-TIME  REGIMENTATION 


Alb  Cleanup  of 
Communist  Influence 
In  U.  S.  Government 

Following  the  sensational  proposals 
of  Bernard  M.  Baruch,  perennial  elder 
statesman"  of  the  New  Deal,  who  sug¬ 
gested  to  the  Senate  Armed  Services 
Committee  on  March  29th  that  America 
should  adopt  a  regimented  economy, 
NEC  President  Merwin  K.  Hart  replied 
in  a  blistering  statement  to  the  Cum- 
mi  tiff.  Significant  excerptst 

“Any  people  wiahing  to  subject 
themselves  to  slavery  can  adopt  such 
proposals  st  any  time.  If  adopted  by 
us  now  in  peace-time,  we  would  never 
loae  them  within  any  forseeable  period. 
. .  .  The  United  States  was  able  to  con¬ 
tribute  vast  production  in  two  world 
wan  only  because  of  the  freedom  that 
has  made  our  private  enterprise  possi¬ 
ble.  .  .  .  Subjected  to  regimentation  in 
peace-time,  this  country’s  economic 
system  would  be  debilitated  and  cor¬ 
roded  and  its  capacity  to  produce  for 
another  world  war  .  .  .  destroyed." 

After  reviewing  U.  S.  policies  which 
give  awsy  the  fruits  of  military  victory 
and  placed  Russia  in  a  position  to 
threaten  freedom  throughout  the  world, 
and  which  he  called  “stupid,  if  not 
traitorous,”  Hart  declared: 

“This  Congress  can  do  nothing  more 
in  the  interest  of  the  United  States  than 
first  to  clean  out  the  Communists  and 
others  under  whose  influence  we  have 
been  brought  to  the  brink  of  disaster. 

“I  believe  that  e  Urge  majority  of 
this  Congress  is  patriotic,  able  and 
desirous  of  doing  good,  to  and  for  our 
country.  .  .  . 

“There  are  strong  reasons  for  believ¬ 
ing  that  if  communist  infiltration  is  al¬ 
lowed  to  continue,  the  whole  job  of 
conquering  the  United  State*  could 
presently  be  done  in  a  week  or  two  and 
wholly  from  the  inside.  .  .  .  Naturally 
America  needs  to  be  strong  abroad,  and 
yon  will  see  that  it  U  made  so.  But  I 
think  you  will  do  well,  while  these  rec¬ 
ommendations  are  being  -ift-d,  to  con¬ 
centrate  aggressively  on  the  internal 


throat*  to  the  United  States.  . .  ."

WHO  DECIDES

Self-explanatory  telegram  aent  by 
NEC  President  Merwin  K.  Hart  to  Car- 
roll  Reece,  Chairman  of  the  Republi¬ 
can  National  Committee  after  left-wing 
clamor  over  inclusion  of  Spain  in  ERP 
had  resulted  in  dropping  that  country 
from  the  list  in  the  conference  report 
sdopted  by  both  Houses:

CRAVEN  FOREIGN  POLICY  THAT 
HAS  LITERALLY  DESTROYED  THE 
FRUITS  OF  MILITARY  VICTORY 
AND  HAS  BROUGHT  ON  THE  PRES¬ 
ENT  DISASTROUS  WORLD  SITUA¬ 
TION.  WHY  SHOULD  WE  LEAVE 
TO  THE  SIXTEEN  NATIONS  TO  DE¬ 
CT  DE  WHETHER  TO  ADMIT  SPAIN

NEC  Prepare* 

For  Struggle 

When  the  Havana  Conference  on  the 
ITO  (International  Trade  Organisa¬ 
tion)  adjourned  on  March  24,  It  had 
ready  the  completed  plan  for  a  New 
Deal  to  collectivise  the  World.  While 
in  the  word*  of  tome  observers  the  ITO 
structure  finally  ended  with  more  loop¬ 
holes  than  regulations,  the  shrewd  bar¬ 
gaining  of  the  International  Planners 
nad  preserved  the  eaaentlal  features  of 
their  new  scheme  for  a  World  con¬ 
trolled  economy.  The  “concessions,” 
like  the  phony  deacription  of  ITO  as 
“World  free  trade,"  were  calculated 
only  to  district  attention  from  its  real 
nature. 

Last  year,  before  and  during  the 
Geneva  meeting  which  preceded  that  at 
Havana,  NEC  warned  the  American 

C"  lie  of  the  inwardness  of  the  ITO 
gns  upon  the  economic  freedom  of 
the  U.S.A.  Subsequently  it  kept  close 
watch  on  what  happened  at  Havana 
and  is  fully  informed  of  the  dirlgatlona 
and  deals  behind  the  scenes  by  which 
U.S.  bureaucrats  finally  got  me  kind 
of  document  they  wanted. 

Adoption  of  lit)  will  mean  eventual 
loss  of  all  real  economic  freedom  by 
those  who  are  trying  to  prsctioe  it  in 
the  U-S-A.  and,  taken  together  with 
other  moves  being  coordinated  in  the 
UN  and  other  UN  agencies,  will  tpean 
eventual  loss  of  political  freedom  as 
well. 

Last  year  NEC  raised  a  special  fund 
to  study  and  publicise  real  meaning  of 
ITO,  with  solid  results.

All  who  desire  to  keep  America 
economically  and  politically  free  are 
urged  to  contribute  to  it.  as  an  extra, 
emergency  effort. 


LANGSTON  HUGHES 
BOUNCES  IN 
RUBBER  CAPITAL 

Langston  Hughes,  famed  Negro 
Communist  poet,  whose  most  widely 
quoted  verse  is  the  blasphemous  Good¬ 
bye  Christ!”  apent  part  of  the  month  of 
March  being  bounced  from  place  to 
place  in  Akron,  Ohio,  rubber  manu¬ 
facturing  capital  of  the  world. 

Hughe*  was  brought  to  Akron  by 
the  "Council  on  Race  Relations,”  of 
which  the  Rev.  Alva  I.  Cox  is  chair¬ 
man.  Cox  is  alto  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  North 
East  Ohio  district  of  the  Methodist 
Church.  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
which  arranged  for  Hughes'  appear¬ 
ance  was  Dr.  Mildred  Babcock,  Associ¬ 
ate  Professor  of  Primary  Education  of 
Akron  University.  Vice  Chairman  was 
Mr.  Mercer  Bratcher,  of  the  Ohio  State 
Employment  Service. 

SpearhiHa  of  publicity  against 
Hughe*  when  it  became  known  that  he 
was  to  .peak,  wete  the  Rev.  William 
Denton,  the  Rev.  Dallas  Billington  of 
Akron  Baptist  Temple,  and  Attorney- 
at-Law  Clair  Trunict,  who  investigated 
Hashes'  record. 

Arrangements  had  been  made  first 
to  have  Hughes  speak  in  the  auditorium 
of  the  Akron  YWCA.  When  the  facts 
became  known,  his  appearance  was 
cancelled  by  the  YWCA  executive  com¬ 
mittee.  Then  the  place  was  shifted  to 
the  South  High  School,  only  to  be  can¬ 
celled  over  again,  this  time  by  Supt.  of 
Schools  Otis  C.  Hatton.  Last  he  was 
refused  the  hall  of  the  Goodrich  Local 
No.  5,  United  Rubber  Workers  (CIO). 
Polskey'a  book  store  returned  Hughes' 
books  to  the  publishers,  and  the  Poet 
of  Marxism  left  town. 

According  to  observers  on  the  scene, 
the  Akron  Beacon- lournal  first  pub¬ 
lished  material  favorable  to  Hughes, 
then,  backtracking,  tried  to  explain  it 
away.  "Apparently  no  one  in  the  coun¬ 
cil's  inner  circle,”  it  said  at  last,  "knew 
much  about  Hughes'  political  back¬ 
ground  until  ten  days  ago  when  some 
one  scrawled  the  worn  'Communist' 
across  a  Hughes  poster  on  the  bulletin 
board  of  the  public  library." 

Commenting  upon  this  quotation, 
wrote  an  NEC  member  in  Akron: 

"Now  about  our  public  library.  .  .  , 
While  at  the  main  city  library  I  asked 
the  girl  at  the  desk  in  the  department 
where  the  general  business  periodicals 
are  kept,  if  they  took  the  National  Eco¬ 
nomic  Council  report*.  She  had  not 
heard  of  them,  but  asked  Mr.  Otto  Pra- 
gan.  Pragan  said,  ‘Yes,  we  lake  them.’ 


I  said  I  would  like  to  consult  same. 
Pragan  said,  “We  don’t  keep  them.’  1 
asked  what  they  did  with  them.  Pra¬ 
gan  said,  ‘We  throw  them  away.’  When 
asked  ‘Why?’  he  replied  that  they  did 
not  think  them  of  any  value.  .  .  . 

"Mrs.  Otto  Pragan  had  charge  of 
selling  the  tickets  for  Langston  Hughes' 
speech!”

MARSHALL  PLAN 

In  apite  of  the  unhappy  inability  of 
General  George  C.  Marshall  to  remem¬ 
ber  on  the  witness  stand  where  be  waa 
the  night  before  Pearl  Harbor,  the  so¬ 
cialistic  New  Deal  Clique  haa  lauded 
hit  ability,  knowledge  and  wisdom  to 
the  aides. 

In  addition,  the  plan  for  subsidizing 
European  socialism  variously  called 
after  General  Marshal!  or  the  Euro¬ 
pean  Recovery  Program,  haa  been  sold 
to  the  American  people  and  the  Con¬ 
gress  as  the  exactly  calculated  program 
of  experts  studying  the  desperate  needs 
of  the  recipient  countries. 

It  has  been  reported  to  NEC  upon 
unirapeschtble  authority  that,  during 
the  last  few  weeks  (after  all  the  testi¬ 
mony  on  The  Plan  bad  been  taken  by 
Congressional  committees).

Yet  Walter  Lippmann,  in  hie  column 
of  April  1st,  speaks  almost  in  bated 
breath  of  the  ability  and  leadership  of 
General  Marshall;  call*  the  inclusion 
by  the  House  of  Spain  in  the  ERP  “a 
diplomatic  disaster,  and  as  being  "in¬ 
stigated  by  military  men  in  ruthless 
disregard  of  the  considered  views  of 
the  Department  of  State.”  -
